PHEASANT BHOOTING. 


Tuis favourite shooting commenoed on Monday last, the Ist of 
October this year falling on Sanday. We understand that the 
birds are very plentiful. 

Tbe phessant is not a long-lived bird; but it is probable the 
period of existence assigned to it by some writers, namely, six or 
seven years, is too short. The wholesomeness of ite flesh was 
proverbial among the old physicians; it is of a high flavour and 
alkalescent quality, and in perfection during autumn. A young 
pheasant very fat is reckoned an exquisite deinty. In a wild etate, 
the hen lays from eighteen to twenty| eggs in a season, but 
seldom more then ten in a state of confinement. Pheasants are not 
to be tamed by domestiostion, like other fowls; nor is the flesh 
of those brought up in the house in any degree comparable to 
that of the wild pheasant: thence they are bred at home either 
merely for show, or for the purpose of replenishing the proprietor's 
grounds, both with regard to number or partioular varieties. How- 
ever good nursing mothers in & wild state, pheasant hens are far 
otherwise in the house, whence their eggs are always hatohed at 
home by the common hen—generally, at present, by the smooth- 
legged bantam. 

The natural nest of the pheasant is composed of pd grass 
and leaves, which being provided for her in confinement she will 
sometimes properly dispose. ‘The cook is bold, voracious, and cruel. 
Pheasants have been seen preying upon a dead osroace, in company 


with carrion crows; aud i has been eaid that they will fall upon & 
diseased and weak vr oi their own species, and devour 
it. They feed upon ell kinés of insects and vermin, like the peacock, 
and are said to be ; of toads, provided they be 
not too large to swallow; according to report, they will 
not touch the frog. 

There are many varieties of: pheasants of extraordinary beauty 
and brilliancy of colours; in m&sy gentlemen's woods there isa 
kind as white as enow, which will intermix with the common ones. 
Many of the gold and siliyer kinds, brought from China, are also 
kept in sviarles in this kingdom ; the common pheasant is likewise a 
native of the East, and is the only one of its kind that has mul- 
tiplied in our island. Pheasants money found in low woody 
places, on the borders of where they delight to sport; during 
the night they perch om the branches of trees. They are very shy 
birds, and do not aseoolats together, except during the months of 
March and April, when the male seeks the female; they are then 
easily discoverable by the noise which they make in crowing and 
clapping their wings, which mey be heard at some distance. The 
hen breeds on the like t partridge, and lays from twelve 
to filtcen eggs, w «re &malier than those of the common hen; 
the [se follow the mother aa soom as they are freed from the 
shell. Sorog ias breeding season the cocks will sometimes ix- 
termiz with the common àen, and prodace s bybrid breed, of which 
we have known several ingtances.

early in the morning, as they are apt to lie during the day in high 
covert, where it is almost impossible to shoot them till the leaf has 
fallen from the trees. We can never be at a loss in knowing where 
to go for pheasants, as we have only to send some one the previous 
evening, for the last hour before sun-set, to watch the different 
barley or oat stubbles of a woodland country, and on these will be 
regularly displayed the whole contents of the neighbouring coverts. 
It then remains to be chosen which woods are the best calculated 
to shoot in; and, when we begin beating them, it must be re- 
membered to draw the springs, so as to intercept the birds from the 
old wood. If the covers are wet, the hedge-rowa will be an ex- 
cellent beginning, provided we here also attend well to getting 
between the birds and their places of security. If pheasante, when 
feeding, are approached by a mav, they generally run into covert; 
but if they see & dog, they are spt to fly up. 

There are very few old sportemen but what are aware that this is 
by fer the most sure method of killing pheasants, or any other 
game, where they are tolerably plentifal in covert; and although 
to explore and beat several hundred acres of coppice, it becomes 
necessary to have a party with spaniele, yet on such expeditions 
we rarely hear of any one getting much game to his own share, 
except some sly old fellow, who has shirked from bis companions to 
the end of the wood, where the pheasente, and partioularly the cook 
birds, on hearing the approa»h of a rabble, are all running like a 
retreating army, and perhepy flying in his faco faster than he can 
load and fire.

On Baturésy an inquest was held ^y Mr. O C Lewis, Devuty 
Coroner for Middlesex, ov the body of Sergeant Thomes Hall, of 
the Koyal Artillery, who on the preceding morning was discovered 
to have committed suicide at Warley Barracks by banging himself 
from one of the shelves in bis room, while bie eo Were at 
drill at balf-past eff o'olook am. The evidence of Frederick 
Flower, who slept in the same room with the deceased, w& to the 
effect that at hel/-past six o'clock be had cvcasion to go into the 
room and sa* tbe deceased in his bed, but did not notice whether hd 
was awako or not. Oorporal Thompson was in bed at the 
end of the room. Eleven men slept there. Wi egal left to 
go to his work, and saw him no more alive. The deceased used to 
talk incoherently in his sleep, and appeared to be low-spirited, 
tioalarly during the few previous days snd on the evening ore 
he committed the sot. William Thompson, corporel, who was in 
the same room with the deceased, confirmed the evidence of the 
— witness as to his habit of talking in bie sleep. On the 

riday morning, while it was yet dark ho threw hie boot at some- 
thing, and witness thought he was tslsiog as usual Oa witness 
waking at twenty minutes to seven o'clook he got up and saw de- 
ceased suspended by à ted-strap from the end of one of the shelves 
in the room, on which the men lay their clothes. Aa alarm was 
given. and two men came upsi end eot him dora. Witness 
thought he was then alive, but he died before medical assistance 
arrived. The deceased hed told witness that he had suffered irom 
a disease that affected his brain, brought on by driuk He had 
lately received e letter informing him of the death of his brother. 
The jury retarned & verdict of “ Cemporary ivsanity.” The de- 
ceased was of the 3rd battery of the Royal Artillery, a single map, 
end thirty years of sge. It fe oalouleted that the time occupied by 
the deceased in committing the fatal act and its discovery was not 
more than ten minutes or a quarter of an bour. 

A SERIOUS accident happened to Mr. W Naish (Mayor of Bristol), 
on Sunday evening, which it is feared will incapacitate him from 
performing his official duties for some time to come. He was 
standing on & ohair altering th- gas, when he slipped off and fell 
aorces the fender, breaking a rib and otherwise injuring himself. 
"Tbe Mayor was to have opened the Registration Court on Monday, 
for the revision of the list of voters for the city ; but in consequence 
of the accident the court has been adjourned for three days, when, 
if Mr. Naish continues too ill te attend, it will be opened by the 
senior alderman of the council, who is also deputy mayor. 

On Mondsy Dr. Lankester held an inquiry at Üniversit Ooliege 
Hospital, Gower-street, respecting the death of Oharles White, an 
octler, aged forty-five, who was killed by a obaff-cutting machine, 
wena n to hie employer, Mr. Dast, of Upper Gowe--mews.

THE CHOLERA AT ALEPPO 
* Aleppo, Bept. 5. 

"I WRITE inthe midst of general terror and confusion amongst 
the population of this oity. The cholera, whiob, as I informed you, 
was brought hither on the 14:h of August the Persian caravan, 
and whioh at the outset caused four or five desths daily, has now 
taken a most deadly turn. For some time past the deaths averaged 
forty or fifty & day, and now they have resched 250, a number 
almost incredible in such s place ag Aleppo. The panio whioh pre- 
vails enrpasses all power of desoription. All the Earopeans have 
either fled or have shut themselves up in their houses in the strictest 
seolusion. The consule haye been the very first to set the bad ex- 
ample. The Austrian, Britieh, Spanich, and Danish consuls, ae well 
ss the regent of the consulate of Italy—this last a native—have left 
the place, and clee@ their obanceriez, while the othera have retired 
into the recesses öf their dwellings, and refuse to see any one, on 
whatever pretemos had naturally produced the worst pos- 
sible effect on the publie mind, and the terror has infected the Mus- 
suliman pert of the Hp many of the notables of whioh, 
altogether contrary to former habitudes, bave either taken 
fi gut, or have shut themselves up ia their dwellings. The oaly 
ovneul who remains at his post, and to some extent persists in the 
discharge of his duties, is the French. This functionary exerts hime 
self for the relief of the distressed. aud has been the means of givin 

assistance to several persons attacked by the epidemis, who pie 
otherwise have perished; but he ie alone, unsseisted even by hig 
own countrymen, who, like the rest, have all run away, or shut 
themselves up, deaf to ali remonstrances. The governor, Buraya 
Paohs, has placed himself in etriot quarautine in his country bousa, 
and sess no one; his example hae been followed by the employes; 
the = ss re rend — Jaf the town. Tbe valy 
persons w ve done aty er are, as I have 
said, the Frenoh consul, M. Antoine Motenrt whe deserves all 
credit for bia devotion in the cause of the poorer viotime, and Dr. 
Smanis, of Venice. Upon their invitation, the bishops of the dif- 
ferent Ohristiam communities were sus&umed for the purpose of 
cata embulaaces in various quarters of the town, bat nothing 
was done, bishops contenting themselves by declaring that if 
the consuls had auy money to give them they would undertake its 
distribution amongst the most necesaltous of their own communion."

Hu 
afterwards became clerk of St. Laureace O'f'oole's Onnrob. and 
subsequently became a folder of newspsp-re in the /rith People 
office. He deposed to boing prese.t at numer. meetings of 
Fenians in Dabiia end elsewhere, »nì implicated by his siate- 
ments & large number of the prisoners in copnexion with the 
Fenisa ovusyiracy. Tne witness $bou went on to desoribe the 
attendance at Fenian mectings, and he mentioned the names of 
several of the prisoners sud others whom he met at those 
mostings. 

A second information made by Magla wae sleo read, professing 
to give au acwuat of the objecis & d proov.diugs of the Fenians, 
and many of the prisoners as members.

the course of last week. The Privy Oouncil were communicated 

with, and one of the most distioguished surgeons of the Fever 
į Hospital has visited Swansea. The result of his inquiries leaves no 
doubt as to the specific character of the disease, or es to the faot of 
its having been introduced by the bark Heola. There are few things 
which the most experienced medical men would have pronounced 
more improbable then that yellow fever should under any cironm- 
stances effect our population. If there was any diseage the possible 
existence of which was supposed to be confined to strict geographical 
limite, it was yellow fever. It is endemic on certain parte of the 
African coast, in the West Indis Islands, and in tropical America. 
It frequently makes its appearance in various parte of the Southern 
Btates, and it has been known to rage violently in Virginis and in 
New York. Ia Europe it has prevailed at Leghorn and Merseilles, 
and has visited several of the cities on the sea coset of Spain and 
Portugal, Lisbon in particular having suffered with great severity, 
but it has hardly besn known to go north of these limits. A 
very similar accident, indeed, to that which has just occurred 
in Swansea took place at the Motherbank just twenty yearg 
ago, In the oase of the Eclair, and at St. Nazaire, in 
France, at the mouth of the Loire, ia 1861, but in neither ose did 
the disease spread far. In the latter instance, also, there bad been 
an almost tropical temperature, and it would appear to be esta- 
blished by such examples that the disease only requires a peculiar 
state of the atmosphere to render its prevalenoe possible in any 
country. Happily, in Eogland this predisposing cause cannot exist, 
except under the most extreme conditions, and this consideration 
alone would prevent our feeling any anxiety as to the future pro- 
gress of the disease. Had the importation, indeed, ocourred two or 
three months ago, it is possible that we migut bave suffered with 
some severi:y, but the heat, which hes lately almost exposed us to 
the dangers of the (ropiog is now rapidly passing away. The ex- 
treme contagiousnegs of the disease, or some property which pro- 
duces the like regaite, is equally notorious, and the present inatence 
will, it is to ba hoped, afford a warning against sdmitting an in- 
fected ghip into our ports go readily as in the cese of the Hecla, 
The probability of the gpreading in this country was up to 
the present time ce kuown that the authorities of the town 
may be excugsd foy the neglect, but a similar indifference should 
peyor be shown egein.

A 
post-mortem examination of the body was afterwarde made, when 
marks of violence were found on the throsi acd skall. The case 
was left by the coroner in the hands of Captain Olough, who, act- 
ing upon taformation received, put himself in Cummuaioation wiih 
Ovlouel Hogg, the ouiet constable of Siaffordshue. Tue newspaper 
in which the child was wrapped bore the name of Mr. G. F. Griffin, 
in penoil, and thie sad other circamstauces led to bis arre.t on 
Tharsday afternoon, as he was shooting with some friends iu 
Shropshire. Tunstall, his father's housekeeper, was also arrested 
on the same day. She admitted having given birth to & child on 
the 2ist utc. The prisoner Griffis is kaown to have left the towu 
abou: the time indicated with a portmantesu, which, from etate- 
menu made by tne woma&o, is apposed to have contained the 
childs body.

| at a lodgingz-houae in Diummond-street. From the evidenoe of the 
| landlord aud laudlady, xir. and Mrs. Hhynó, tt appeared that as 
deceased, who took lodgings with them on the previous Saturday 
week, did not make her appearance at the breakfast table on the 
Thursday at the usual time, they went up-steirs and found the bed- 
| room door locked on the iuside. I'he police were sent for, and 
Constable 432, upon eutering the room, said the woman was dead. 
inspector Gibson, of the 5 division, stated that he searched the 
room of deceased, whom he found lying on her left side quite dead. 
He tound upon her li. 5s. 5'. in money and a number of letters, the 
following ot which he put in as likely to throw light upon the cause 
of her death :— 

“ Dear James, —It ig with a breaking heart that I write these few 
lines to you, aud by the time that you receive them I shall be dead, 
and hope that you wi. come and pui me in my grave. I had nct 
the heart to go to Manchester amongst my friends after all the lies 
| you have caused me to tell them, and you know tbat I oouid not 
noid & situatiun with being subject t» those fits, tnat E could Lot 
hold a place long ; but 1 hope that God will forgive you, aa 1 have 
dose, and that it will nct be long before we meet again in another 
world. You know in your own heart that it is you that hag brought 
me into all trouble. You mast have thought toat 1 nad mo heart 
vr feenng in me to stand by and seo another c&r«Sacd. in my place. 
You conid not have dove i. yourself, for you know that I loved you 
two well. lonly hope tha: «hem you have will do as well for you 
as I have done. I would not let you have your own way enough 
with me—that made you tarn against me. I know it did, bot I will 
now gay farewell to you. 1 havo enoiosed you my likeness, which 
1 hope you will keep for my sake. With my beat love to you aud 
1als0 to Aun; gnd be sure and be kind to her for my gake.—Youc 
oving wife, * OaRKY. 

* P,B.—Do, I beg of you, come and bury me decently, and not 
let strangers do it. 1 have enclosed you e card of the house I am 
staying at.” 

‘The letter wag directed to Mr. James Alexander Mill, Great 
Ohapel-atrest, Broadway, Westminster, who, upon being sworn, 
said that deceased was not his wife, but had been his housekeeper 
previous to his marriage and afierwarde, up to Saturday week. 
She leit against the wish of himself and wite. He gave her £3 
when she left. Bhe had epileptic fits nearly every fortuight. 

Dr. Baylis asid he had exemiued deceased, and could not find 
anything to account for death, but had sent stomach, &o, to Dr. 
Bailey for analysis. there was a slight bruise on her right thigh.

APPOINTMENT OF ras NEW SHERIFFS. 

Ox Thursday week Mr. Alderman Gibbous and ir. James Figgines 
a member of the Commoa Ovancil, who were recently elected she- 
riffe of London, were publicly sworn in at Gnildhell, preperatory 
to their assuming the daties of their office. The sheriffs are always 
sworn in on the eve of Micheelmas Day, upon which the liverymen 
meet at Guildhall to elect the Lord Mayor for the ensuing year, and 
toeir first daty ie to take part in tnat ceremony. Tne office of 
sheriff of London, with which that of sberiff of Middlesex is aseo- 
ciated, is of great antiquity, and althongh entsiliag upon the 
holders very considerable ex penso ia maint ‘uing ite dignity ia the 
manner to which the citizens have been acc stowed from time im- 
meworial, it has always been, as it still is, au object of ambition to 
men of leisure and ample fortune. No citizen san decline the cfflos 
when elected to it, even though he bs chosen against hie wish, ex- 
cept on payment of a fiue of £500 or £500. "ibere have been in- 
stances occasionally of men payiug the doe rather than undertake 
the attendant duties and responsibilities, bat they are comparatively 
rare. By custom the sher ffe play a very conspicuous part in a:i 
civic pageants and ceremonies, boing second ouly in that respect to 
the Lord Mayor for the time bsing They attend, as a maker of 
course, at the presentation of ali addresses to the Throne emsa- 
nativg from the corporation ; they have, by long usage, the pecaliar 
privilege of presenting in person petitions to psriismeat et the bar 
of the House of Commons; at ‘he roysl ceremonieg where the cor- 
poration ie represented they are usuliy, if not Invariauly, present, 
they are the returniug officers at eleciions in the Oity of London 
of members to serve in parliament; they attend the jadzes et the 
Central Criminal Oourt from time to time; and they are charged 
with the safe castody of ali prisoners withia the limiu of the Ouy. 

Previously to the ceremony the new sheriffs entertained the 
members of the Court of Aldermen, the retiring sneriffe ana. under- 
sherife, with some of the ltverymen of the companies to which 
they respectively belong, to the number of abous eighty ia ail, 
ata very elegsut dejeuner, which was served in the fine hill of 
the Balwrs’ Uompauy, iu St Swicnia's-lane, of which Mr.

at the seme time. Ou arriving, they first assembled in the Alder- 
men's Uhamber, as shown in our iilastration below, aud then went 
iu order, preceded by the sword aud mace besrers, and wearing 
their robes and badges of oflioe, to the hustings at the east end of 
the Great Hall, whe;e the sherifis elect made tne castomary decla- 
ration and took the usual oaths oi office, which were administered 
to them by Mr. Wood:horpe, the towa clerk. 

Mr. Aiderman Dakin end Mr. Alcerman Ds'ey, the retiring 
sheriffs, then invested their successors with ths badges of office, 
and the new sheriffs received tne congratu ations ot the Lord 
Mayor and aldermen present, of whom tuere were & goodly num- 
ber. They afterwards received from tueir yrede:essors in office the 
keys of the various Uity prisons, whi:h they h«nded in turn to the 
governors, aud with that the ceremony euded.

With unfailing progression 
the wrecks and casualties, 
during the past year, have

Bo great is the number of 
our losges in shipping, that the 
admirable document of the 
Board of Trade, the Wreck 
Register, hag become at last & 
publication of great importance 
and interest, chronicling, as it 
does every year, with unfail- 
ing sccuracy, not only the loss 
or disaster to every vessel in 
our seas ard on our shores, but 
also the number, so far as can 
be ascertained, of the precious 
lives lost therefrom. 

Our lifeboats snd rocket- 
spparatus have multiplied 
amszingly on the coset; and 
in Heu of having to lament, ag 
in past years, the loss of 800 or 1,000 lives during the last twelve 
months, the number who perished on our shores during that period 
amounted to 516 only, smongst 4000 or 5,000 persons placed in 
imminent peril by shipwrecks; the number lost in 1863 being 620. 
Still this is & large number; and it isto be hoped that the public 
will continue to support the National Lifeboat Institution, that 
it may unoeasingly use every effort to reduce even that number. 

It appears from the returns that 30,261 lives have been saved by 
lifeboats, the rocket-&ppsratus, shore-boats, ships'-boats, and other 
means, from 1855 to 1864, inclusive—a fact which is without! a 
parallel in the history of philanthropic efforte--and that 3,619 lives 
were thus saved last year alone. 

Daring the past few years this country has been visited by terrific 
gales of wind; and there is no question that the increase of our 
shipping casualties has oconrred in particular gales of remarkable 
violence. For instanoe, in 1859 our shores were visited (amo 
other galos) with the storm whioh proved fatal to the Roy 
Oharter and 446 lives; ig 1860, there was e sucosssion of gales

throughout the year; in January, Pobrany, and November, 1861, 
there were fatal gales from the N. to E. and S.E., which alone 
added upwards of 460 to the number of casualties in that year; 
in 1862, the westerly gales of January, Ootober, end Decem- 
ber edded upwards of 540 to the number of casualties ; in 1863, the 
westerly gales of January, March, September, October, November, 
and December added upwards of 930 to the number of oseuslíies; 
and in 1864, the essterly and westerly gales of Janusry, February, 
March, October, and November, added upwards of 400 to the 
number of caguaities. 

Of the 1,741 vessels whioh met with disasters in 1864, 1,484 are 
known to have been British ships, and 246 foreign ships ; while the 
country and employment of 61 are unknown. Of the British ships, 
454 only wore foreign-going; and of the foreign ships, 179 were 
making voyages to or from the United Kingdom, and thirteen were 
employed in the British cossting-trade. The remaining 1,095 ships 
were employed in the cossting-trade, with the os of & few 
foreign ships which were passing the coasts of the United Kingdom

If it were to be a tilt between Marshal 
Bazine snd General Sheridan, ve should Lave no particular ob- 
jeotions; but that two great nations should outer apom & war for 
tae parpose of “ deciding the question of their qaslity or woith," is 
sometting we cannot eee the point of. Moreover, we do not 
believe the question could be thus decided. Tae European nations 
have been fighting east other for a thousand years at short iater- 
vale, aud we have not heard that they have yet been able to establish 
any relative order of "quality" to which any two of them will 
sgreo. Ask a Frenchman if, in hie opinion, Waterloo decided the 
superior qaality of the English; or if Leipsio eeteblished the 
supsriority of the German; or eek any neutral observer of any 
mea of any country whether avy bstile or war ever decided the 
inferior quality of hie own people. Every respectable and soli- 
respecting nation in the world believes it can “whip” any other 
possible mation on fair terme. That is our opinion of the American 
nation; and we believe itso firmly that we don't think it neces 
sary to whip the Freuch to give us a deeper conviction of it. ff 
the Frenoh did not hold the same opinion o! themselves, we should 
thisk very poorly of them; end we should think stili worse of 
them if they did not continue of the same opinion after we had 
whipped them.—-New York Times.

THE ohuroh at Noftb Moor, near Brid , way the süne öf a 
most extraordinary description on Sunday last. For some time past 
the clergymen and church wardens have been &t isons on the ques- 
tion of placing candlestioke on the Oommunion-table, bürsíng in- 
cense, and other similar eng bane Pps oes vy e. 
James Hont) is a talented and powerful preacher, and until lately 
bas attracted large pensent to his littlé óhürch. Unfortu- 
nately, however, he determined to introdudé ó&ud!ésticil of the 
“altar,” lighting them during the oelebratioa of Divine service, 
barning incense, introducing e * confestiomal-box,” pre we 
“ Bigters of Meroy.” The church wardens asseoiated these ges 
with Romen Catboliciem, aud remonstreted etrongly with him on 
the impolicy of their introduction; bat it was of no evall The 
church wardens then felt themselves obliged, through their solici- 
tora (Messrs Reed and Oook of Bridgwater), to make & communi- 
ostion to the bishop of the diocese, and the result was thet Lord 
Auckland sent down Arohdescon Denison to imstitute an inquiry. 
The investigation took place on the 18:b instant, and the inquiry 
lasted three hours, the result being that tbe inowmbent wes re- 
quested to remove the candlesticks for four coneeoutive Sundays, 
and to explain his ressone for put'ing them there. He was not to 
be allowed 'o light the candles at all—to exprese his regret to the 
church wardens from the pulpit on Sunday, the 24th, for any harsh 
and unkind language he might have used towards them, end not to 
make any farther alteration in the conduct ef the services 
or arrangements of the oburoh without first givieg three 
months’ notice of his intention, from the pulpit, to 
apply to the bishop on tbe subject. Accordingly, on the 
24th there wae a crowded congregation, rumeur having 
gone 80 far as to say that the rev gentleman was about to “do 
penance in a white sheet." A reporter from one of the local papera 
aitended for the purpose of chronicling the proceedings. The usual 
services having been gone throogh, the Rev. Mr. Hunt acosnded 
the pulpit, and geve out bis text from Matthew xviii, 12th aud 
13th verses. The rev. gentlemen then the reporter, with 
bis book in band, upon whioh he said, in «load tone of voice, "I 
shali refuge to proosed with my sermon till that person pute away 
bis writing materials. I will mot submit to such è deesoretion of 
God's house” He paused to see the effect of this. Tho congrega- 
tion was taken aback, and a dead silence prevailed. The reporter 
remained as before, and the rev gentlemen then abruptly closed his 
book, pronounced the benediction, and sent the congregation away 
without the sermon. In the &fteruoon the reporter was again pre- 
Šent, and the service proceeded as in the morning, until the olergy- 
man &soended the pulpit, end, looking towerds the reporter, he 
seid, “Before I commence my sermon I must again request that 
person to pat away his writing materials. lf he will not dogo I 
mutt oäll upon the churchwardene to take them from bim; aad if 
they will not do so I muet call upon the congregation to them 
from hie bands. 1 will not allow the bouge of God tə be made a 
house of merchandize, and the service of God to be made a gaia of. 
I sball not proceed I give the oburob wardens the opportanity of 
removing them from him. If not, I oall upon the cong ae 
Here he psused, and intense silence prevailed. At last a rough- 
looking fellow, & boatman, who was in & pew at some distance, 
rose, with angry looks, end, geeticuletiog fiercely, said, “If the 
cburohwardess won't do ther duty, somebody must" He 
seemed disposed to carry bie ides of duty to & practical con- 
oclusion, when the olergyman, seeing he had gone too far, 
moifoned to bis musoular ally to ait dowa, and he did so. The rev. 
gentleman thea said :—' It wili be impossible for me to go on. with 
my sermen after the deliberate insult which hes been perpetrated. 
ls was my desire to have welcomed baok to their seats im the house 
of God the churchwardens; but they have cast a deliberate insult 
upon me, for I have full evidence that that miserable individual 
(the reporter) is here at their instigation; and by that ing 
they have placed themselves beyond all sympathy. They have put 
themselves beyond the pale of bumen kindness, and have deprived 
me of the opportanity of uttering thosa worda of welcome, I hed 
intended to have thrown balm upen the wounds that have been 
made, if I had mot besn deprived of the opportunity of doing ao. 
Whilst I say thie it ie meosesory for me to explain how it ig that 
your altar is desecrated as you aee it.” ( The osudlesticke and every 
necessary article of furniture had been removed ) The rev. gentle- 
man then proceeded to desoribs what bad taken place between him 
and the archdescon, and said, “ The next Sunday is the appointed 
time for the celebration of the Lord’s Supper, bat I do aot intend to 
administer that holy sacrament in the present desecrated condition 
of God's altar.
